What a thrill must have stirred 


the heart of the Leader as there 
came instant and clear

We are so accustomed to the use 


of the name "Christ" that we may 
easily miss the 
significance of 


Peter's affirmation. His awesome

fulfilment of 


Israel's hopes. 
More than a mes- 


senger, more than a prophet, more 
than a teacher, more than a healer, 
more than a perfect man, Thou 
art the sent Son of Almighty God." 


Light on a Present Problem*

votal place on the world's land-

Thus Christ cuts across our mod- 


ern mood of self-indulgence

What would bn- 
come of our tangled problems of 
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social readjustment, of greed-ruled 
economics, of solfiah political and 
personal ambitions, were all of us 
to shoulder1 Christ's 
cross 
and 


seriously begin to deny ourselves? 


Always tho cross suggests a vic- 


tim; but it also recalls the greatest 
victory ever wrought In the life of 
mankind.

. WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—W—President Roosevelt 


coupled an emphatic plea for national unity in the face 
of war-born disintegration abroad today with a recom- 
mendation that congress vote new taxes to finance "em- 
ergency spending" for a 
defense. But, he said in his 
manent security of America in the present crisis does 
not lie in armed force alone." He continued: 


"What we face is a set of world-wide forces of dis- 


integration—vicious, ruthless, destructive 
of all 
the 


nioial, religious and political standards which mankind, 
after centuries of struggle, has come to cherish." 


To this he added that "national unity is, in a very 


renl and deep sense, the fundamental safeguard of all 
democracy." 
,..*.... t... 


Personally delivering his annual message before a 


joint session of the House and Senate, the chief execu- 
tive called for extension of the reciprocal trade treaty 
program—already under fire from 
Republicans and 


some Democrats—"as an indispensable part 
of the 


foundation of any stable and durable peace." 


He disclosed that 
his 
budget 
message to be submitted to the 
new session of congress tomorrow 
would call for reductions in "prac- 
tically all other Important items" 
except national defense. 
Asks for Special Taxes. 


He asked for special taxes to 
meet that extra coat "In the hope 
that we can continue In these days 
of Increasing economic prosperity 
to reduce the federal deficit." 


And he declared that an answer 
must be foun t "in terms of work 
and opportunity" for the unemploy- 
ment problem because "we have 
jiot yet found a way to employ the 
surplus of our labor which tho ef- 
ficiency of our industrial processes 
has created." 
Then In a paragraph which car- 


ried political overtones for many 
of his listeners sensitive to every

To 
warble easy platitudes that if we 
will only go back to ways that 
have failed, everything will be all 
right— Is not courage." 


In his discussion of national de- 


fense Mr. Roosevelt said that "for 
several years past we have been 
compelled to strengthen our own 
national defense." 


"That has created a very largo 


portion of our treasury deficits," 
ho declared. "This year in the light 
of continuing world uncertainty, 
I am asking the congress for army 
and 
navy 
increases

based not on panic but on common 
sense.

"peace party' or tho 'peace bloc'." 
"That lebel,' he said, "belongs 


to the whole United States and 
every right thinking man, woman 
and child within it.' - 
Out of all the military and diplo- 


matic turmoil, 
propaganda 
and 


counter-propaganda of the present 
wars, Mr. Roosevelt went on, two 
facts, acknowledged by the world, 
stand out: 
"1, Never before has the United 


States government "clone so much 
as In our recent past to establish 
and maintain the policy of the 
good neighbor with its sister na- 
tions." 


2. In almost every country there 


is a true public belief that the 
United States has been, and will 
continue to be, "a potent and ac- 
tive factor in seeking the reestab- 
llshment of peace." 
No Peace Predictions. 


Although he 
emphasized 
"the 


leadership which this nation 
can 


take when tho time comes for a 
renewal of world peace," the Chief 
Executive did not venture a guess 
on when that time might arrive. 


He said he could understand the 


feelings of those who warn they 
would never consent again to the 
sending of 
American 
youth to 


fight on Europe's 
oil and added: 


"But as I remember, nobody has 


asked them to consent — for nobody 
expects such an undertaking." 


Several 
times, 
however, 
the 


President observed that this coun- 
try 
could not help feel the im- 


pact of the wars abroad. That im- 
pact, he said, makes it natural to 
approach "the state of the union" 
through a discussion or foreign af- 
fairs. 


"We still believe with the fram- 


ers of the constitution," the Chief 
Executive stressed, that "our best 
defense is the promotion of our gen- 
eral welfare and domestic tranquil- 
ity." 


"You are well aware", ho said, 


"that dictatorships— and the phil- 
osophy of force which justifies and 
accompanies 
dictatorships— have 


originated in almost everv case in 
the necessity for drastic action to 
improve internal conditions where 
democratic action for one reason 
or another has failed to respond 
to modern needs and modern de- 
mands." 


Must Bo Alert. 


That was one of several refer- 


ences to dictators. Near tho con- 
clusion of his address, touching on 
the same subject, tho President 
said: 


"This is the danger to which we 


in America must begin to be more 
alert. For the apologies for for- 
eign aggressors, and equally those 
selfish and partisan groups at 
homo who wrap themselves in a 
false mantel of Americanism to 
promote their own economic, finan- 
cial or political advantage, are now 
trying European tricks upon us, 
seeking to muddy the stream of our 
national thinking, weakening us in 
the face of danger, by trying to set 
our own people to fighting among 
themselves. 


"Such tactics are 
what 
have 


helped to plunge Europe into war. 
Wo must combat them, as we would 
the plague, if American integrity 
and security are to be preserved. 
We cannot afford to face the fu- 
ture as a disunited people. 


"Wo must as a united people 


keep ablaze on this continent the 
flames of human liberty, or rea- 
son, 
of democracy and 
of 
fair 


play as living things to be preserv- 
ed for the better world that is to 
come."

When the President reached the 


massive gray ca^pitol building at 
12.43 
p. m. CST., accompanied by 


Mrs. Roosevelt and his mother, 
Mrs Sara Delano Roosevelt, house 
members were already assembled 
and a short time later members 
of the senate led by Vice President 
Garner filed In. 


These wero followed 
into the 


chamber by members of President 
Roosevelt's cabinet. 


Although the President's annual 


address was tho first real busi- 
ness of this first session of a now 
decade, both the so:.ate and IIOUHC 
had formally opened at noon, then 
after brief organizing ceremonies, 
adjourned to await the Chief Ex- 
ecutive.

How the blazo spread so quickly 
through the 45-year-old structure 
puzzled firemen as they poked 
about through the wreckage In 
search of more bodies, 
apartment, described an explosion 
which accompanied the start of the 
fire. The blast occurred, he said, 
shortly before 6 a. m., just as he 
opened the door of the boiler room. 


"When I opened tho door some- 


thing tossed me back into the 
nreaway in the basement," he said. 
"AH the windows in the. boiler 
room were blown out then." Flames 
swept through the building almost 
instantaneously, 
Knaack 
added, 
and he had to jump out of a win* 
dow after rousing his family. 


The building is in three sections, 


and firemen said the fire appear* 
ed to start simultaneously in all 
three. 


Every available piece of fire ap- 


paratus waa sent to the blaze, and

A caretaker said 100 to 125 per- 


sons lived in the building. 


Two firemen were injured, one 


suffering a possible broken back 
when he fell through the roof. 


One woman,

carried her down an ice-coated 
ladder from tho third floor, 


The intense cold seriously ham- 


pered firefighters. 
Hoses 
froze 


to the ground, ice glazed tho ap- 
paratus, and water from the hoses 
froze almost as soon ns it touched 
tho building. 


John Carlen, caretaker of an 


apartment house across the street, 
was one of the first to report tho 


fire. 
He said one of the three 
main entrances was already a 
mass of flames when he noticed 
tho fire, and all nine doors lend- 
ing out of tho trlpln building were
